May 25.—There could be no better ob- 
ject lesson of the value of military dis- 
cipline, training, and tradition than 
that furnished by the visit of the 
Times correspondent made yesterday 
to a colonel of the Foreign Legion.

EXPLAINING WISCONSIN FISH LAWS.

No 
license is required of the ladies unless 
they want to ship or carry out fish;

Now, as a matter of icthyology, the 
Oswego bass and the yellow bass re- 
ferred to here (not the striped or yel- 
low bass, Morone interupta) is the 
large mouthed black bass, pure and 
simple. We wrote the Wisconsin con- 
servation commission on this point and 
they agree with us ‘and stated that, in 
Spite of the wording of the law, the 
season on large and small mouthed 
black bass will open in Wisconsin on 
May 29, as usual. 

Anotder point generally misunder- 
stood is the laws regarding the trans- 
portation and shipment of game fish. 
Last year, in midseason, Wisconsin 
changed its nonresident license form 
atid issued one with three coupons at- 
tached. The law provides that a hold- 
er of a nonresident Ifense may ship 
one package every seven days, con- | 
taining not more than twenty pounds 
of fish, or two fish, regardless of 
weight, but he must attach one of 
these license coupons to the package. 
This coupon is canceled by the car- 
rier’s agent. 

Thus a nonresident is confined to 
three shipments of fish a season, al- 


resident fishing license. .

One not familiar with the fish laws 
of Wisconsin could easily and inno- 
cently fall into the clutches of the 
wardens. For instance, if you fish with 
crawfish or crabs in Wisconsin before 
July 1 you are breaking the law, as 
a section provides a close season on 
these excellent small mouthed bass 
lures from March 1 to July 1. It is U- 
legal to use more than three linés, 
two hooks, or one trolling spoon, or 
artificial bait. One must not angle 
for any fish in streams containing 
trout during the close season on trout 
—that is, before May 1 or after Aug 31. 

Then there are a lot of local laws. 
Two examples will show what is meant. 
It is illegal to catch fish from a boat 
or float in Flite’s pond in Waushara 
county. You dare not fish within 300 
feet above or 500 feet below the dam 
in the Wisconsin river at Kilbourn. 

The reason Wisconsin has these local 
laws is because of a very wise statute 
that permits ten residents of any town- 
ship or twenty-five residents of any 
county to petition the conservation 
commission for protection or additional 
protection on any specie of fish and 
game. Such a law prevents the de- 
structive generalities common to the

They are remarkably intelligent. 
Their eyes and ears are wide open to 
learn all they can of the wonderful 
land of France, and especially of the 
historic past which lives 4n old cha- 
teaus, ruined es, and Roman re- 
mains all over Aix-les-Bains, 
as every one probably knows, is in Sa- 
voy, which was once an Italian state, 
but which voted itself French some- 
time in the eighteen-fifties. In Cham- 
bray is an ancient chateau which was 
the seat of the former dukes of Savoy. 
It is a picturesque old pile, built in 
the thirteenth century and still habit- 
able.

Those American soldiers overran the

One day at luncheon one youth who 
had imbibed u little too tree ot ‘vin 
ordinaire, perfectly accessible to all, 
and cheap, stiddenly became inspired 
do sing. The only thing he é6ai think 
‘of was the doxology, and he sang one 
whole line of it before he was pulled 
back into his seat and his vocal efforts 
extinguished in a roar of laughter. 
That was the sole and only approach to 
rough house I witnessed in Aix. 

The healthy enjoyment and the con- 
sistent good behavior of the Americans 
seemed to impress the French as mirac- 


ulous. Half a dosen French officers 
on leave in the famous watering place 
spent hours in the T. M. C. A. head- 
quarters, and townspeople brought 
their families to see the Americans and 
hear them sing “Over There,” and 
“Joan of Arc,” and stag dance to the 
music of Lieut. Europe's famous rei- 
mental band. Europe, who used to 
play for idle New York tangos, has a 


band of colored soldiers who are going | 


to be known all over the continent be- 
fore the war ends. The men all sing ae 
well as play, and their music is really 
remarkable. Whenever a colored sol- 
dier apeared on the street the French 
children followed him in a rapt pro- 
cession. They followed all the Amer- 
icans, but Europe's men had them hyp-

‘We repeat all this, which has been said recently 
by many observers, only because we realize that 
there are, and will continue to be, influences op 
posed to an effective unification of the allied 
forces. The strange report, respecting the with- 
holding of American troops, which reached the 
American people through the Canadian capital, ac- 
credited to the British war committee, has not been 
satisfactorily explained, and until it is we must 
judge it by its effect. That effect was to irritate 
military opinion at Washington and raise unneces- 
sarily and prematurely the question of allied or- 
ganigation. We do not think, as has been suggested 
by one correspondent, that this message was taint- 
ed by pro-Germanism, but it might as well have 
been, for its effect was unfortunate. We know 
there is a party of British army opinion which 
resents the unification of command under Gen. 
Foch and the French staff, and would insist, in 
spite of the military conditions, upon the continued 
separation of the allied front, or at best some sort 
of mixed control. Fortunately the lessons of the 
German drive have been wisely read by the gov- 
érnment of England, and, as Lord Curzon bluntly 
said, “militarism,” meaning the military clique 
referred to above, has been defeated. 

We are glad that on our side of the Atlantic 
the situation is equally satisfactory at this time. 
Our government has insisted upon unity of front 
and the president significantly testified to this by 
prompt congratulations to Gen. Foch upon his 
assuming the supreme command. Gen. Pershing’s 
action in promptly putting our troops into the

T. poisoning, with thirteen deaths. At 
that she rejected all cases and deaths 
unless the report was made by the phy- 
sicilan who had seen the case.

Thus people think of 
Marlowe simply as a poet, whereas his real daring, like 


that of all the elect among creative writers, was displayed 


as an economist. And it is the economy of such poets that 


I must pause to explain. 


Now, most of the phrases which we utilize as substitutes 


for ideas were coined by those shortsighted persons who 
somehow confound economy with monetary matters; and 


among these from time immemorial it has been the custom 


to encourage the shiftiess cult of mediocrity. Age-hon- 
ored precepts and all reputable proverbs concur in stating 


that a staid and conventional course of life should be pur- 


sued, upon the indisputable ground that this is the surest 
avenue to a sufficiency of creature comforts; and, indeed, 


if men had ever taken the corporeal circumstances of their 


existence very seriously people would long ago have be- 


come as indistinguishable from one another as cheese 


mites.

Of course few poets have 
escaped the charge of writing by virtue of “ inspiration,” 


and minor rhymesters naturally enough have fostered this 


balderdash in extenuation of what they would be thought 
to have published under the influence of disease. 
But it is really too much that Christopher Marlowe 
should be regarded as a dissolute wastrel afflicted with 
rhetorical epilepsy, during fits of which he wrote his “ Hero 
and Leander and Faustus.“ Eyen his undeniable 
achievements are insidiously belittled when he is accred- 
ited with starting various hares which Shakespeare and 
Goethe and divers other better winded bards ran down—or, 


somewhat to jumble similes, with being the cride ore from 


which they extracted more or less metal, to be cast by them 
into enduring forms. Such belittlement is insidious, be it 
repeated, because this idea possesses by ill luck the one 
misleading grain of truth with which it is so diffigult to 
deal quite justly. For it is indisputable that great poets 
have borrowed with a high hand from Marlowe, and—with 
an adroitness hereabouts distinctive of great poets—have 
looked to it that where they have pilfered they improved. 
It is equally indisputable that Christopher Marlowe was 
one of the supreme artists of literature. :

HEN the war in the air as- 
sumes the proportions the ex- 
perts would have us anticl- 
pate, we may expect the offi- 

cial comminiqués to read something 

like an admiral’s report of a fleet ac- 
tion. Most of us are acquainted with 
the breezy language of our flying men, 


gon, rather unintelligible to the lay- 
men; but apart from the slang used by 
airmen in describing their steeds and 
deeds, many aeronautical words and 
phrases have crept into the newspapers 
and magazines which are a Greek to 
the landsman. 

One’s daily work in the Avie corps 
is spoken of as a mixture of “ zooms, 
side slips and vertical banks and 
gusts,” all intended to put “ Archie” 
off the mark, followed by “ stalling and 
nose diving, and sitting on somebody’s 
tail,” finishing up with something be- 
ing sent down out of control in a spin- 
ning nose dive to crash thousands of 
feet below—regarded collectively as a 
good stunt. Let us analyze some of 
these aeronautical terms. 


When beginning a flight, a pilot 


usually “taxies” his machines from 


outside the hangars to a position on 
the aerodrome before “taking off.” 


| To “taxi” is to move forward over 


the ground on the undercarriage 
wheels with less power than is needed 
for flight with the motor only partly 
working. “Taking off” is the initial 
run across the aerodrome with engine 
“all out,” in the process of getting up 
flying speed before leaving the ground. 
The next maneuver for some pilcts 
would be a “zoom.” To “zoom” 
means to accelerate speed by a dive 
with full engine power and then to 
swing upwards until the momentum is 
spent—a glorified switchback. It is 
usually performed as a showy sort of 
departure, especially if the passenger 
seat is occupied by one who is about 
to enjoy his first flight. It produces 
the kind of feeling one experiences in 
a lift, going down suddenly. 
This euver introduces us to a 
“stall,” or position which results from 
loss of flying speed. There its a mini- 
mum forward psn capable of hold- 
ing an aeroplane in the air, and in 
“stalling” the nose of the machine is 
held up at 80 great an angle from the 
horizontal that forward movement 
ceases, and the supporting power of 
the wings ie lost. The force of grav- 
ity asserts itself, and this the engine 
is unable to @vercome. 
We now proceed to “get height.” 
The greatest altitude we can reach 
is known as the aeroplane’s ceiling.“ 
All machines have a limit as to the 
— to which they can ascend. Be- 
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a sort of motoring cum nautical jar - 


“sit” over a certain area, waiting for 
a “black crossed Hun bird.” Having 
spotted our quarry, we dive to the at- 
tack. 

This diving business is accomplished 
by operating the controls so that the 
elevating plane hinged to the tail is 
drawn down, resulting in the tail being 
blown up. The controls are held in 
this position and the machine gathers 
downward momentum., Our forward 
fixed machine gun, firing through the 
air screw, is trained on the enemy, and 
the pilot sprays his bullets at the tar- 
get by waggling the rudder bars, mak- 
ing our downward course a zigzag one; 
the machine gun being on a fixed 
mounting, the bullets traverse right 
and left accordingly. 

Having’ shot away some vital part 
of the German machine, he is “sent 
down out of control.” 

We now spot another German ma- 
chine making for our side of the lines, 
and endeavor to attack him from a 
“blind spot behind; so proceed to 
sit on or under his tail, from which 
point we can rake him with our for- 
ward guns, while he in turn is prevent- 
ed from replying, having no field of 
fire immediately astern, owing to the 
obstruction caused by his own tail. 
The German pilot evidently has been 
shot, as he falls forward on to = 
controls, and, with engine full 
commences to go down in a spinning 
nose dive. 

This is literally coming down nose 
first in a whirlpool, revolving with ever 
increasing speed, with one wing tip as 
a pivot, the sort of thing which hap- 
pens when a machine gets out of con- 
trol. It is part of an airman’s train- 
ing nowadays to put his machine into 
this attitude and spin down a few 
thousand feet and finally recover equl- 
librium. Many a pilot has saved him- 
self, when attacked by overwhelming 
numbers, by feigning “ out of action.” 

Elsewhere in the sky we can see a 
duel in which the combatants are 
jockeying for position by “looping,” 


Immelmann turning (a sort of half 


loop, which is the quickest way of 
doubling back on one’s tracks, during 
which the machine seems to roll over 
on its back), and other aerial acrobatics 
—* acrobatics” in the language of the 
textbooks, “ stunts,” in the language of 
the airmen. 

While renvosting therines on thé var 
home we are severely “ Archied"; that 
is, fired at by antiaircraft guns, ‘from 
whose attention we only escape by a 
series of “side slips,” or “skids in the 
air,” outward side slips being effected 
by using rudder with no corresponding 
“bank.” tnward side slip being pro- 
duced by use of bank and no rudder, 
causing the machine to slip earthwards 
sideways.

And when the Germans taught 
men to hate us they inevitably taught them to fear 
us also.

led to the German atrocities in Belgium. The Germans
